From the Boston Recorder. 
Extract of a fetter From the Reo. EXPERIENCE 


PorrTER. to @ Glergyman in Boston, diuted 
Belchertown Ms. January 19, 1819. 


REV, AND DEAR sin,—In giving you same 
atcount of the aorinus: worle of God: among-tne 
people of my pastoral care. it may be proper 
to notice the previous state of the church.—At 
iny instalment, in the early part 1812, the 
church consisted 6f about one hundred and sev- 
enti members; of whom’ oe hundred were fe- 
males.

‘sancern, Was by common: consent, suspended. 
b None denied that this was the work of God— 
Pihat God was here by a special and extraordin- 
ary power. Nearly allbwere anxious to attend 
Smectings whether held in the day time or in 
the night. In most parts of the town there 
were meetings for prayer and conference two 
or three or four times in the week. Within 
ten days from the time, whea the work became 
xeneral, it is sapposed that from 20 to 25 were 
born into the kingdom of grace. During the 
time, however, notwithstanding the alinost uni- 
versal prevalence of a spirit of tenderness, anx- 
bicty, and teachableness, the number subject to 
deep conviction ofsin, and thoroughly apprised 
of the plague of their hearts, was not great, 
though it daily increased. In visiting families 
Ffound few who were deeply distressed 5 but 
all seemed willing to hear instruction ; ready 
® confess their need of a new heart 5; and anx- 
inus to feel more deeply their weed of Christ. 
On conversing with them a few minutes, they 
would generally melt inte tears. Convictions 
and hopeful conversions have continued to mul 
tiply ; and Lhumbly trust, there is, as yet, on 
the whale, no sensible decline of the Spirit’s in- 
fluence. Some weeks have exhibited more nu- 
merous and extraordinary displays of the grace 
of God, than others 5 and while some sections 
of the town have been very lively, others have 
vecn comparatively dall.
